HIGHER TAXATION BURDEN FOR 

PEOPLE REVEALED IN AMEND¬ 
MENT BEFORE VOTERS. 

(Communicated.) 

At present no changes in the con¬ 
stitutional provisions concerning 
taxation can be made except by a 
majority vote of the people. If we 
approve senate constitutional amend¬ 
ment No. 38—No. 9 on the ballot, Oc¬ 
tober 26th—it will be possible for the 
legislature at any session to make 
radical changes in the revenue and 
taxation system. 

Constitutional amendment No. 9 
seeks to give the legislature power to 
make withdrawals of properties from 
local taxation. ‘'The legislature may 
designate certain classes of subjects 
as taxable in whole or in part for 
state revenue.” 

Do tlie people wish to surrender 
these powers and confer them on the 
legislature? Do the people want to 
give their approval, on October 26th, 
to new methods of state and local 
taxation which have not yet been 
drafted and which, when adopted by 
the legislature, cannot be referred to 
tiie people through the referendum? 

These are grave questions which 
should be considered carefully by our 
people before voting for such radical 
changes. 

It is not perhaps so well known 
that in San Mateo county we have 
tlie lowest assessment of improve¬ 
ments of any county in tlie state. 
How long would the low assessment 
of improvements stand witli a state 
commission looking for an increase 
in the state revenues, a commission 
with power not only to raise our en¬ 
tire assessment roll, but also to raise 
any class of property on the roll? 

The adoption of constitutional 
amendment No. 9 means that our 
people will give their approval to a 
system of taxation not yet written, 
and that in matters of taxation tlie 
people will surrender their powers | 
to the legislature. 

To San Mateo county it means in¬ 
creased taxes. 

We should make some important 
changes in our revenue and taxation 
system, but by all means let the peo¬ 
ple decide what these changes shall 
be.

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NON-PARTISAN LAW EXPLAINED 


(By County Clerk Jos. H. Nash.) 


To the . Editor of The Enterprise- 
Sir: As there seems to be more or 
less misunderstanding of the pro¬ 
visions of the so-called state non¬ 
partisan law, which has been held up 
under the referendum, I would be 
glad of space in your paper to give a 
few facts regarding it. 

To begin with, the measure is mis¬ 
named. It is, in reality, a direct 
primary law, which takes the place of 
the direct primary law of 1913, and 
which, all are agreed, is simpler, 
clearer and more workable than is 
the direct primary law of 1913, for 
which it is substituted. The only ob¬ 
jection to it is based on its so-called 
non-partisan provisions. 

It is interesting to note in this con¬ 
nection that it adds to the list of offi¬ 
cials now elected as non-partisan 
only the members of the legislature, 
seven state officials, and the four 
members of the board of equalization. 

The direct primary law of 1911 
made over 800 judicial and school 
officials, who theretofore had been 
elected as partisans, non-partisan. 
The 1913 direct primary law made the 
election of all county and township 
officials, who theretofore had been 
elected as partisan, non-partisan. 
Thus, the direct primary law of 1911 
and of 1913 provided that 2300 officials 
who had theretofore been elected on 
partisan basis should thereafter be 
elected as non-partisans. This left 
only the members of the legislature, 
the governor, the lieutenant-governor, 
the attorney-general, secretary of 
state, state controller, state treasurer, 
state surveyor-general, and the four 
members of the board of equalization 
to be elected as partisans. The direct 
primary law of 1915, the measure that 
is under consideration, added these 
131 officials to the non-partisan list. 
And that is what the great hue and 
cry about demolishing parties in the 
state of California is all about. 

As a matter of fact, this proposed 
change does not knock out parties at 
all. Provision is expressly made for 
partisan nomination for United States 
senator, representatives in congress, 
presidential electors, party commit¬ 
teemen, and delegates to national 
party conventions. To that end 
further provision is made for party 
registration of the voters that party 
nomination of candidates for federal 
offices may be made practical. 

These offices all have to do witli 
the national government. They are 
partisan offices. Provision is accord¬ 
ingly made for partisan nominations 
to fill them. 

But the legislative offices, the 
offices of members of the state board 
of equaliation and the seven state 
offices mentioned above have nothing 
to do with partisanship at all. They 
are state offices. There is no good 
reason why they should be confused 
with national issues. For that reason, 
provision is made in the new law for 
the non-partisan selection of these 
offices. In other words, the elector 
will select such officials because of 
the official’s fitness for the job rather 
than the party label that may be upon 
him. 

The state legislature never divides 
on party lines; it is as non-partisan 
in its duties as is a city council, or 
a board of supervisors. The voter 
recognizes this, and no longer con¬ 
siders party lines when naming mem- j 
hers of the legislature. The new law, J 
in this regard, but brings the election j 
of members of the legislature up to a ; 
point to which the voters have, in J 
practice, gone. 

The business of the four members , 
of the board of equalization and of 
the eleven state officials affected by 
this law does not involve partisan 
consideration of any kind, any more 
than do the duties of city clerks, 
chairmen of boards of supervisors or 
mayors of cities involve partisan con¬ 
sideration. The 1915 direct primary 
law frees these offices of partisan 
handicap, placing fitness to fill the job 
above blind partisanship. 

Few, if any, will contend that par¬ 
tisanship should enter into the selec¬ 
tion of a county clerk, for example. 

For myself, I was first elected 
county clerk of San Mateo county in 
1906. I was elected as a republican. 

Four years later I was again elected 
county clerk of San Mateo county.

This time I was elected as a demo¬ 
crat, a socialist and a republican. 

In 1914 I was, for a third time, 
elected county clerk of San Mateo 
county. The new plan of filling the 
office on the non-partisan basis was 
then in force. This time I was elected 
as a non-partisan. I was nominated 
without party consideration; I was 
elected without party consideration. 

Will any one contend that the fact 
that I was elected as a republican in 
1906, as a socialist, democrat and re¬ 
publican in 1910, as a non-partisqn in 
1914, had anything to do with my fit¬ 
ness to fill the job? 

To go up a peg, we will take the 
case of the secretary of state. 

The present secretary of state, 
Frank Jordan, was elected secretary 
of state in 1910, as a republican. 

He was again elected in 1914, as a 
democrat and a republican. 

Will any one contend that the fact 
that Mr. Jordan was elected as a 
democrat and a republican in 1914 
makes him any different as a secre¬ 
tary of state than he had been dur¬ 
ing his first term when he served as 
a mere republican? 

When it comes to the election of 
governor, the people of California 
have already demonstrated that they 
select their governor on non-partisan 
basis. 

As the last election Governor John¬ 
son ran as a progressive. The pro¬ 
gressive registration in California 
was less than that of the republican 
or the democratic registration. But 
in spite of the fact the party which 
named Governor Johnson had the 
lowest registration of the three prin¬ 
cipal parties of the state, the gov¬ 
ernor was re-elected by a plurality 
approaching 200,000. Not only was 
this the largest plurality ever given a 
candidate for governor in California, 
but Governor Johnson was the first 
governor of the state to be re-elected 
; for a four-year term. 

And it is important to note in this 
connection that the one important 
pledge which Governor Johnson made 
the people during his campaign was, 
that in the event of his election he 
would do all in his power to have the 
few remaining state officials who were 
still elected on partisan basis made 
non-partisan. 

In their election of Governor John¬ 
son the people of California have 
demonstrated that they want that 
thing. And so next Tuesday they will 
mJake their demonstration good by 
voting “yes” on No. 1 and No. 2 of 
the ballot, the state non-partisan bills.
